Van Deery and Dan Williams, a s­ 
so ciates o f Martin in burg laries, no w 
serv ing sentences in the Indiana re­ 
fo rmato ry , were bo hav e been taken 
to Greenfield y esterday to testify in 
Martin’s trial, but Pro secuto r Quig ­ 
ley teleg raphed the warden no t 
to 
co me. 
At the time o f Martin’s first arre-t 
ic was placed in the jail in Greenfield 
and he escaped by cutting bis way 
thro ug h the sto ne flo o r. A few week: 
ater lie was reco g nized by a wo man 
m Decatur co unty , at who se ho me he 
isked fo r so mething to eat.

fficers were no tified and Martin was 
eturned to jail. He escaped punish­

R ussian Poland, the trial of 
F ath er Macoch and two o ther Pauline 
monks has been opened at Petriko v. It 
is likely to last a week, as o ver a hun 
dred w itnesses have been sum m oned 
This is the famous case which in 
volves not only robbery , but fratricide 
th e elo pem ent of a monk with a dis­ 
solute* woman and the o rganizatio n of 
a disso lute circle of monks in the Paul­ 
ine m o nastery .

Helene O stranska.

woman, disappeared about the sam e 
tim e and lived to gether in Moscow' for 
a y ear. 
The priest becam e anx ious to 
get rid of the woman and m arried her 
to his bro ther. 
The woman told her 
husband abo ut 
the ro bbery of the 
Black Virgin, and the monk killed his 
bro ther, as he was afraid of being be­ 
tray ed. 
He adm inistered absolution to 
the man he was about to kill. 
A fter the arrest of Macoch a tho r­ 
ough search was m ade of the m o nas­ 
tery and it was found th at sy stem atic 
ro bbery had been carried on for y ears. 
The jew els have now been placed in 
charge of a new' adm inistrative force 
and several m onks are to be tried for 
theft. 
The woman O stranska is also 
under arrest.

UNDER NEW REGIME 


Ouster Bill Creates Entirely 


.New Conditions. 


F rankfo rt, Ky ., Feb. 28.—By a vote 
of 27 to 9 the senate passed the H am ­ 
ilto n hill abo lishing the present prison 
commission and o usting from office 
H arvey M cCutcheon of Franklin and 
Eli H. Brown of F rankfo rt, priso n com­ 
m issio ners, and all of the em ploy es of 
the 
penitentiaries. 
A 
no npartisan 
prison com m ission of three m em bers, 
to be appo inted by Governor McCrea- 
ry , was created, and also the offices 
of w'ardens, guards, etc., are revived. 
The bill had already passed the house. 
One co m m issio ner is to be appo int­ 
ed for a term of two y ears and com­ 
m issio ners for term s of four y ears 
each. 
It is to be decided by lot who 
shall have the sho rt term . 
All com­ 
m issio ners, ex cept the one who gets 
the sho rt term , will be ineligible for 
reappo intm ent. 
The 
com m issioners 
are required to give a bond of $25,000 
to insure the faithful perfo rm ance of 
th eir duties. 
The po sitio ns will pay 
$2,400 each annually .
